comprising: 

• First display control means (1210) in fig.52 (col.19 II.53-66) that control the 
display of a first control screen for controlling an information processing

• Output means as shown in the microcontroller (130) in fig.1 (col. 3 II. 39-50) for 
outputting signals as inputs to an information processing apparatus (140) and 
(142) 

• Recording medium containing a computer readable program (131) in fig.1 (col. 3- 
4, II.66-4) 

Regarding claims 4-7, Cray shows information processing apparatus comprising: 

• Executing means for executing processing corresponding to input signals 
received by the receiving means where the control screen includes graphical 
user interface data of said information processing apparatus(col. 3 II. 39-50) 

• the other limitations have been addressed previously 
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Regarding claim 8, Croy shows a network using an IEEE1394 serial bus (138) in 
fig.1 (col.4 II.23-28)
